to  their  families.  It  is  for  this  reason  I  have  chosen  the  looseleaf  binding, 

believing  many  spouses  and  in-laws  will  be  glad  to  add  items  relating  to 

their  own  families  which  they  wish  to  hand  down.  The  heads  of  families 

have  written  their  own  family  stories.  Those  who  have  gone  before  are 

written  by  myself  from  material  I  have  been  able  to  collect  from  a  number 

of  sources  which  I  regard  as  reliable.

By  limiting  "Our  Family"  to  our  branch  I  realize  the  story  is  not 
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complete;  for  from  records  I  have  seen  I  know  other  branches  have  reason 
to  take  pride  in  their  family  traditions.  Ogden  H.  Baumes,  December  195 

The  homeland  of  our  forefathers  was  Alsace,  an  area  approximately 
the  size  of  Connecticut,  extending  from  the  west  side  of  the  Rhine  to  the 
eastern  slopes  of  the  Vosges  Mountains  between  47°  30  ’  north  latitude  and 
49°  15*  more  or  less.  The  plain  of  Alsace  is  well  watered  by  the  Ill  and  its 

tributaries.  In  early  times  wine  was  the  leading  product,  followed  in  later 
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times  by  all  kinds  of  products  of  industry  and  agriculture. 

Prior  to  the  arrival  of  Caesar  in  Gaul,  large  numbers  of  Germans 
lured  by  the  beauty  and  fertility  of  this  land  had  crossed  the  Rhine  and 
taken  possession,  seemingly  with  little  opposition. 

It  was  here  Caesar  first  met  the  Germans  under  their  king  Ariovistus, 
After  an  exchange  of  hostile  messages  Caesar  persuaded  his  reluctant 
troops  to  give  battle  and  succeeded  in  driving  the  king  back  across  the  Rhine 
at  Strasbourg,  Many  of  his  troops  remaining  in  the  foothills  of  the  mountains, 
Like  nil  borderlands  it.  has  always  been  a  controversial  territory  in  so  many 
ways.  During  feudal  times  there  were  ten  free  cities  in  this  small  area,  so 
great  was  their  love  of  freedom  and  the  democratic  way  of  life.  In  1450, 
Gutenberg,  in  Strasbourg  the  leading  city,  developed  printing  by  making 
movable  type.  Strasbourg  is  also  famous  for  its  Cathedral,  and  University 
founded  in  1538,  one  of  its  many  famous  alumni  being  Johann  Wolfgang  Goethe, 
another  Johann  F rederick  Obcrlin  for  whom  our  Oberlin  College  is  named. 

Alsace,  like  the  rest  of  the  Rhineland,  felt  the  shocks  of  the  peasants 
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revolts  in  1525  and  the  Protestant  risings.  While  Strasbourg  was  liberal 
towards  those  who  accepted  different  creeds  of  the  new  faith  and  afforded 
refuge  to  many  fugitives  from  persecution  elsewhere,  it  was  not  so  in  other 
parts  of  Alsace  where  many  left  on  account  of  persecution. 

In  1494  the  first  best  seller,  the  “Ship  of  Fools”  a  book  in  verse  by 
Sebastian  Brandt  was  written  and  published  here,  the  beginning  of  each 
chapter  illustrated  by  a  wood  cut.  The  book  later  was  translated  in  forty 
languages.  It  made  a  special  plea  for  the  cause  of  the  people  against  those 
in  office.  To  Those  who  had  begun  to  read  what  the  printing  presses  put 
within  reach  of  the  masses. 

So  many  of  the  battles  of  the  Thirty  Years  War  ending  in  1698  deva¬ 
stated  this  land,  thirty  years  of  bitter  strife,  so  much  in  the  name  of 
Christianity. 

The  treaty  of  Westphalia  in  1681  gave  Alsace  to  France  thus  making 
the  Rhine  the  eastern  boundaryline,  although  the  language  and  culture  were 
predominately  German. 

France  made  every  effort  to  convert  everything  possible  into  French 
including  names  of  streets,  places  and  families.  In  reply  to  a  letter  to  the 
University  of  Strasbourg  they  state  our  name  is  Trans-Rhenish  and  Alsatian. 

The  last  thing  a  strong  people  give  up  is  their  language. 

Following  the  French  Revolution  in  1794,  Strasbourg  was  deprived  of 
its  rights  as  a  free  city  because  of  its  pro  German  sentiment.  In  1871 
Alsace  was  taken  by  Bismark  and  again  became  German,  but  in  name  only. 
After  World  War  1  both  Alsace  and  Lorraine  again  became  French  by  the 
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Conrad  Baumes  was  the  first  of  our  name  to  come  to  our  country. 

His  name  taken  from  the  Old  High  German  means,  the  bold,  wise  in  counsel. 
He  came  as  a  British  soldier  under  Wolfe  and  was  near  Wolfe  when  he  fell 
mortally  wounded  on  the  Plains  of  Abraham  at  the  battle  of  Quebec  on  Sept. 

13,  1759. 

He  was  one  of  the  many  influenced  by  the  teachings  of  Martin  Luther, 
who  left  Alsace  in  great  numbers  on  account  of  persecution  during  that 
period.  He  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions  for  he  brought  a  German  New 
Testament  and  a  book  of  the  Psalms  of  David  with  him.  The  bindings  of  both 
books  are  similar;  leather  on  thin  cedar  boards.  The  front  page  of  the  New 
Testament  is  missing  but  on  the  inside  of  the  front  cover  is  written  “This 
book  is  the  property  of  John  Baumes  1817.”  This  John  Baumes  is  the  head 
of  our  branch  of  the  family.  The  book  of  Psalms  is  intact  and  was  published 
at  Prankfort  on  Main  in  1736.  The  Psalms  were  sung  as  hymns  in  the  early 
Lutheran  services.  Translation  “Front  page.”  From  Martin  Luther  and 
other  Holy  Christ  like  Holy  men.  Psalms  of  David  with  French  melody  brought 
in  German  rytlim,  with  notes  for  a  Clavis  and  with  a  tuning  fork."  Cousin 
Joseph  Edgar  Phelps  of  Suffield,  Conn,  found  the  Psalms  in  some  old  books 
of  his  mother,  Susan  Baumes  Phelps. 

After  leaving  the  service  as  a  British  soldier,  he  landed  in  New  York 
City  where  lie  had  a  hat  store  for  a  time.  He  then  went  up  the  Hudson  to 
Rhinebeck  Town,  Dutchess  County,  where  he  is  listed  in  the  first  U.  S.  census 
1790  as  the  head  of  his  family  having  three  males  in  the  family  sixteen  and 
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over,  1  male  under  16  and  3  females.  He  and  his  wife,  Anna  Barbara  and 
children  are  listed  in  the  records  of  the  Old  Stone  Church  there  which 
bears  the  sign  "Lutheran  Church,  St.  Peters  Established  1715." 

Anna  Barbara  according  to  early  family  records  was  of  English 
parentage  from  Connecticut.

The  record  also  gives  the  dates  of  the  baptisms  of  the  children. 

He  must  have  been  known  as  a  man  of  integrity  and  responsibility  for 
another  reference  is  to  his  being  one  of  the  Executors  of  the  Estate  of  Georg 
F.  Wachtel,  Physician,  Dutchess  County  1776  to  1781.  During  the  Revolution 
he  was  asked  to  join  the  cause  but  stated  he  had  given  his  oath  of  allegiance 
to  George  II  as  a  British  soldier  and  thought  he  should  not  break  his  oath. 

He  and  his  son  Conrad,  who  married  Catharine  Van  Derbogart  remained  in 


Dutchess  Co.  at  South  Bethlehem.  His  sons,  John  Baumes,  the  head  of  our 


branch  of  the  family,  and  George  Baumes  went  up  the  Hudson  to  Albany. 
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Albany  County  at  tne  time  ol'  the  1790  census  Included  both  Schen¬ 
ectady  and  Scnoharle  Counties. 

To  best  describe  Conrad  and  Anna  Barbara.  Baumes  and  their 
descendants  one  would  say  it  i3  a  sturdy  strain,  willing  to  break 
traditions;  and  never  lacking  tne  courage  to  carry  on.  Their 
longevity  record  is  splendid,  and  remarkably  iree  of  taints  or 
blemishes.  They  have  always  contributed  tneir  share  in  every  way 
to  tne  common  good.

He  and  hie  brother,  George,  left  Dutchess  County  and  settled  at 
Carlisle,  Schoharie  County,  N,  Y.  On  Jan.  28,  1833,  he  took 
title  from  Philip  Burgh  to  a  farm  of  185  acres,  consideration 
$2,312.50.  On  tne  same  day  he  and  wife  Phoebe  sold  108  acres  of 
this  farm  to  Solomon  Underhill  for  $2,100.  On  Feb.  18,  1833,  he 
cold  the  remaining  77  acres  and  "half  the  sawmill"  to  his  son 
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Jacob  for  $800.  Fhoeoe,  his  wife,  did  not  Join  him  in  this  con¬ 
veyance.  Evidently  her  death  occurred  in  this  interval  of  three 
woox s.  It  is  also  evident  that  Jacob  had  a  very  substantial  in¬ 
terest  in  this  77  acres  he  bought  for  .$800.  and  was  the  owner  of 
the  other  half  of  the  onv/mill.  It  was  to  thin  farm  Jacob  brought 
his  bride,  Susan  Irish  Bowler  on  their  marriage  April  27,  1825. 

After  selling  his  interests  in  the  farm  and  sawmill  to  Jacob 
he  went  to  Duanesburgh  in  the  adjoining  county  of  Schenectady,  A 
deed  of  record  dated  April  1,  1857,  shows  Jacob  purchased  a  farm 
of  152  acres  from  Nathan  Higby  for  $4000.  at  Duanesburgh.  This 
was  the  family  homestead  of  Jacob  and  family  until  his  death  on 
June  4,  1887.  Various  instruments  of  record  in  Schenectady  County 
show  Jacob  the  son  acquired  all  his  father’s  Interest  in  his  prop¬ 
erty  there,  with  some  exceptions  of  personal  property,  also  the 
interests  of  his  brothers,  John,  Jr.,  and  Peter.  In  the  instru¬ 
ment  whereby  John,  Jr.,  conveyed  his  interest  in  his  father's  es¬ 
tate  to  Jacob,  one  of  the  witnesses  v/as  Joseph  I. Bowler,  brother 
of  Susan  Irish  Bowler  Baumes,  wife  of  Jacob  Baumes.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting.  to  set-  from  these  transactions  and  transfers  that  my  grand¬ 
father  Jacob  Baumes,  quite  early  in  life  developed  a  keen  business 
sense,  which  enabled  him  to  acquire  considerable  property  Doth 
real  and  personal.  This  v/as  also  true  of  my  maternal  grandfather, 
Abram  Ogden  Hayward,  the  lumber  dealer  of  Springfield,  Ohio.  Both 
quiet  thoughtful  man  held  in  high  esteem  in  their  v/idely  separated 
localities.  Both  most  fortunate  in  having  lovely  helpful  wives, 
John  Baumes  died  intestate  March  20,  1048. 
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Jacob  Baume’s  born  November  4,  1803,  son  of  John  Baumes,  married 
Susan  Irish  Bowler  born  April  30,  1806,  daughter  of  George  Irish  and  Susan 
Barber  Bowler  on  April  27,  1825  at  Carlisle,  N.  Y.

9.  Stephen  born  May  9,  184  1,  married  April  6,  1870  Belle,  daughter 
of  Lewis  and  Phoebe  Avery,  lived  on  their  large  farm  in  Esperance  near 
their  brother  Charles  Baumes.

Minnie  H.  Chapman.  He  took  a  college  course  at  Fort  Edward  Institute, 
graduating  in  1865,  in  which  year  he  went  to  Beloit,  Wise,  and  engaged  in 
the  dry  goods  business. 

Jacob  Baumes  was  a  very  successful  farmer  and  businessman.  At 
one  time  he  owned  four  farms.  Any  farmer  in  that  area  near  Duanesburg 
running  short  of  hay  or  feed  could  always  get  a  loan  there  in  kind.  This 
also  was  true  if  they  needed  cash.  In  the  appraisal  of  his  personal  property 
of  which  I  have  a  copy  (Records  of  Surrogate  Court  Schenectady  County, 

N.  Y  .)  there  were  fifteen  notes  due  his  estate  totaling  $2043.97  and  fifteen 
accounts  totaling  $909.42  and  cash  $342.00.  Total  personal  property 
$6999.08,  at  that  time  no  record  of  Real  Estate  was  required. 

In  those  days  all  beef  to  supply  New  York  City  was  driven  in  on 
the  hoof,  and  his  farm  was  a  station  for  collection  in  that  area  of  that  part 
of  the  herd.  This  made  his  farm  a  market  for  farmers  who  had  only  a  few 
cattle  to  sell. 

He  had  driven  with  a  horse  and  buggy  to  Sloansville  on  business  on 
June  4,  1867  and  on  his  return  was  swept  to  his  death  in  his  attempt  to 
ford  Schoharie  Creek  which  was  partly  in  flood.  He  and  his  wife  and  John 
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Baumes,  his  father,  are  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  Valley  Cemetery  at 
Sloansville,  the  lot  being  marked  by  a  large  shaft.  It  was  most  interesting 
to  see  this  burial  plot.  Other  members  of  the  family  in  our  line  and 
collateral  branches  are  buried  in  this  cemetery,  probably  the  oldest  in 
Schoharie  County.

Susan  Irish  Bowler  Baumes  was  a  woman  of  great  beauty  and  of  a 
charming  disposition  and  unselfish  nature,  entirely  devoted  to  her  husband 
and  children.  She  brought  something  very  fine  into  the  lives  of  Jacob  Baumes 
and  their  children. 

“Her  tender  care  for  them  was  most  lovingly  appreciated  and  re¬ 
turned.  She  was  a  friend  to  everybody,  especially  the  poor." 

“Our  dear  sister  to  me  was  a  sister  and  mother.  I  will  never  have 
so  kind  a  friend  while  1  live,  and  so  it  seems  to  the  rest  of  this  dear 
family." 

“Her  funeral  was  on  Sunday,  January  15,  1852.  “It  snowed  all  day 

but  the  house  was  full.  The  sermon  was  p  readied  by  Rev.  John  Ross,  a 

family  friend  of  long  years’  standing.”

John  Ross  Baumes  born  Dec.  28,  1833  at  Carlisle,  Schoharie  Co., 
New  York,  son  of  Susan  Irish  Di  wlor  and  Jacob  llaumes, 


married  on 
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Oct.  15,  1859  Romelia  E.  Wilcox  of  Newtown,  L.  I.  In  1865  he  left  a  pastorate 
at  New  London,  Conn,  to  become  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Spring- 
field,  Ohio,  hoping  the  change  in  climate  would  benefit  his  wife.  She  died 
March  29,  1865,  leaving  no  children. 

On  Sept.  15,  1868  he  married  Sarah  Jane  Hayward  at  Springfield, 
daughter  of  Jane  Brace  and  Abram  Ogden  Hayward.

These  children  were  an  unbroken  group  until  May  6,  1954  on  the  death  of 
Nellie  Bowler  Baumes  Miller,  a  span  of  seventy-one  years. 

He  was  thellfth  child  and  second  son  of  his  parents.  He  received 
his  early  education  and  prepared  for  college  at  Schoharie  Academy,  and 
entered  Madison  University,  now  Colgate,  in  1854,  graduating  from  the 
college  in  1857  and  from  the  Theological  department  in  1859.  In  his  college 
\ears  he  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  charter  which  founded  MU 
Chapter  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  becoming  a  Deke  on  March  1,  1856  when 
the  charter  was  finally  granted.  MU  was  derived  from  the  first  letters 
of  Madison  University.  Each  year  pledges  are  required  to  learn  his  name 
and  date  of  graduation  along  with  other  founders  of  the  chapter  before  they 
are  eligible  for  initiation.  The  graduating  emblem  of  his  class,  1857,  con¬ 
sisted  of  engraved  silver  headed  canes.  His  grandson  Dr.  Ogden  H.  Baumes, 


Jr.  has  the  cane,  on  which  there  is  a  silver  band  engraved  with  his  name 
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and  class  of  1928  College  of  Medicine  University  of  Cincinnati.  Another 


band  was  added  on  the  graduation  of  his  great  grandson,  Hayward  Hudson 
Baumes,  class  of  1955,  Denison  University.  Another  great  grandson,  John 
Ross  Baumes, 1950  Glass-, i  Denison  University^  received  :  a  band,  as  will 
those  who  follow  on  their  graduation. 

He  helped  raise  and  was  made  Chaplain  of  the  Sixty-fourth  N.  Y. 
Volunteer  infantry  with  the  rank  of  Major,  serving  under  Brigadier  General 
O.  O.  Howard  in  the  army  of  the  Potomac.  Illness  pronounced  fatal  caused 
his  discharge  Feb.  1,  1862. 

In  1871  he  became  owner  and  publisher  of  The  Journal  &  Messenger 
and  moved  to  Cincinnati  the  following  year,  purchasing  a  very  fine  home  on 
Tusculum  Heights  overlooking  the  Little  Miami  and  Ohio  rivers  and  the 
Kentucky  hills  beyond.  This  home  remained  in  the  family  until  1893  and 
was  always  referred  to  by  the  family  as  “The  Hill."  In  1877  he  sold  the 
Journal  &  Messenger  which  he  had  built  up  to  a  large  circulation  and  founded 
the  Baptist  Quarterly  Review,  selling  the  Quarterly  in  1885.  The  new  Pub¬ 
lishers,  moving  the  offices  to  New  York  City.  Finding  “The  Hill"  too 
isolated  for  school  advantages  for  the  children,  the  family  moved  to  West- 
wood  in  1878. 

He  was  one  of  the  Ohio  Presidential  Electors  in  1884,  and  later  a 
member  of  the  Harrison  Monument  Commission.  He  took  a  prominent  part 
in  the  development  of  Westwood,  being  the  first  president  of  the  Cincinnati 
and  Westwood  railroad  when  it  was  changed  from  a  narrow  gauge  road  to 
standard  gauge.  In  1890  he  sold  his  large  interests  there  to  James  N. 
Gamble,  the  family  returning  to  ‘  i  lie  Mill.”  lie  was  very  energetic  and 
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very  optimistic  and  very  successful  in  his  business  ventures  until  the 
severe  panic  of  1891-1892  when  he  lost  very  heavily.  In  1893  several 
civic  minded  citizens  of  Harrodsburg,  Ky.  who  were  interested  in  keeping 
alive  Daughters  College  there  purchased  the  Real  Estate  asked  him  to  be¬ 
come  President.  He  sold  the  old  homestead  and  the  family  moved  to  Harrods¬ 
burg.  Real  progress  was  made  but  the  real  estate  had  to  be  sold.  Eater  this 
property  became  Beaumont  Inn.  In  1894  he  founded  Frankfort  College  at 
Frankfort,  Ky.  which  he  conducted  for  two  years,  but  neither  the  location 
or  time  was  suitable.  For  some  years  he  represented  the  Funck  &  Wagnalls 
Publishing  Co.  in  Indianapolis  and  was  on  the  faculty  of  the  Indianapolis  Bus¬ 
iness  College.  In  1903  he  returned  to  Cincinnati  and  opened  a  real  estate 
office  in  the  First  National  Bank  Building  in  Norwood. 

In  1907  he  attended  the  fiftieth  reunion  of  his  class  at  Colgate.  There 
were  four  of  his  old  fraternity  brothers  present.  He  told  how  the  fraternity 
lionized  them  and  after  the  banquet  the  boys  hoisted  them  on  their  shoulders 
and  marched  around  the  Hall. 

He  was  active  and  successful  and  happy  in  his  business  until  his 
death  in  his  home  in  Pleasant  Ridge  on  Jan.  6,  1918,  in  his  eighty-fifth  year. 

He  was  a  most  courageous  man  of  broad  interest  in  life,  which  he  retained 
to  the  very  last.  His  funeral  at  the  Harmon  Memorial  Baptist  Church  was 
largely  attended.  The  Masons  and  Loyal  Legion  taking  part  in  the  services. 

He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  Highland  Cemetery,  Fort  Mitchell,  Ky.

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Sarah  Jane  Hayward,  daughter  of  Abram  Ogden  and  Jane  Brace  Hayward, 
was  born  Dec.  14,  1845,  at  which  time  her  mother  made  the  supreme  sacri¬ 
fice.  Her  Aunt  Sarah  Hayward  Huffman,  sister  of  her  father,  took  the  babe 
into  her  own  home  and  kept  her  until  one  year  after  the  marriage  of  her  Aunt 
Lucretia  Brace  and  her  father,  on  Oct.  19,  1847.  Aunt  Sarah  felt  she  could 
not  give  up  our  mother.  It  was  finally  agreed  that  Mama  should  always  have 
the  privilege  without  asking  permission  of  anyone,  of  going  to  Aunt  Sarah’s 
home  any  time  she  wished  and  remaining  as  long  as  she  wished.  This  agree¬ 
ment  was  always  scrupulously  lived  up  to.  As  a  little  boy  how  well  I  remem¬ 
ber  visiting  in  Aunt  Sarah’s  lovely  old  brick  home  where  we  always  went  in 
visiting  Springfield.  The  old  home  at  the  corner  of  Limestone  and  Spring 
Sts.  is  still  a  very  attractive  home  and  is  still  in  possession  of  a  member  of 
the  family. 

Family  life  in  the  old  Hayward  homestead,  68  W.  Washington  St.,  was 
unusually  pleasant.  There  were  six  daughters  and  three  sons,  a  fun-loving  , 
music  loving  family  group  and  their  affection  for  each  other  was  lasting. 
Morris  Hayward,  the  oldest  son  said  Mama  was  the  loveliest  girl  in  Spring- 
field.  Aunt  Nellie  Hayward  Winters  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  family 
group,  and  the  last  few  years  lived  with  her  daughter  and  husband,  Amy,  and 
Joseph  Collins,  who  at  that  time  was  postmaster  at  Springfield,  Ohio. 

On  one  of  our  visits  she  said  to  me,  “You  know,  Hayward,  your 
mother  was  different  from  the  rest  of  us  girls.  None  of  us  ever  quarreled 
with  her  and  we  always  went  to  her  with  our  girlish  differences  and  would 
accept  as  Jinal  her  decisions.’’  I  his  influence  was  carried  on  with  her  own 
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children,  and  this  blessed  memory  lives  on.  She  belonged  to  the  real  gen¬ 
tility. 

Her  death  occurred  in  Detroit  on  Feb.  9,  1920  while  on  a  visit  to  her 
daughter,  Sarah  Jane  Baumes  Goodale.  That  was  the  winter  of  the  terrible 
Flu  epidemic  which  was  most  severe  in  Detroit  where  there  was  a  lack  of 
doctors,  nurses,  hospital  accommodations  and  undertakers  to  take  care  of 
the  situation. 

Her  daughter,  Harriette  Baumes  Houston,  sent  a  nurse  from  Cincin¬ 
nati  but  she  was  unable  to  survive.  She  was  in  her  seventy-fifth  year.

Abram  Ogden  Hayward,  son  of  Abram  and  Rachel  Tuttle  Hayward, 
was  born  Feb.  2  1,  1820  in  Newton,  Morris  Co.,  New  Jersey.  He  married 
Jane  Brace  on  March  14,  1844  at  Springfield,  Ohio.  She  died  at  the  birth  of 
her  daughter,  Sarah  Jane.  He  married  the  second  time,  Lucretia  Brace,  a

sister  of  his  former  wife,  on  October  19,  1847.  There  were  six  daughters 
and  three  sons. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  March  17,  1874  he  was  the  pioneer,  and  also 
the  largest  lumber  dealer  in  Springfield.  He  had  the  highest  reputation  as 
a  successful  and  upright  business  man  and  fine  citizen.  He  was  one  of  the 
leaders  in  organizing  the  Trinity  Baptist  Church  and  for  some  years 
represented  the  third  ward  on  the  Board  of  Education.  The  family  burial 
lot  in  beautiful  Ferncliffe  cemetery  is  marked  by  an  imposing  shaft. 

I  have  a  copy  of  the  Inventory  of  his  Estate,  which  was  considerable.

I  was  born  in  Springfield,  Ohio,  Jan.  7,  1872,  where  my  father,  Dr.  John 

Ross  Baumes,  was  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church.  The  previous  year, 
Father  had  bought  the  Journal  and  Messenger,  published  in  Cincinnati,  and  a 
few  months  after  my  birth  we  went  there  to  live. 

I  attended  the  Westwood  Elementary  and  High  School  and  graduated 
from  the  H.  Thane  Miller  Seminary  for  Girls  at  Cincinnati  in  1890.  This 
is  the  present  site  of  Christ  Hospital. 

In  1893  I  taught  for  my  father  who  was  president  of  Daughters  College, 
Harrodsburg,  and  later  Frankfort  College,  Frankfort,  Ky.  I  afterwards 
taught  at  Oxford  College,  Oxford,  Ohio,  going  from  there  to  Stephens  College 
for  Women  at  Columbia,  Mo.  In  1899  I  became  assistant  to  Dr.  M.  H. 

Reaser,  president  of  Lindenwood  College  for  Women  at  St.  Charles,  Mo., 
founded  in  1827.  After  three  and  one-half  very  happy  years  at  Lindenwood, 
my  teaching  career  ended  to  become  the  wife  of  Charles  Robb  Houston, 
president  of  the  Houston,  Stanwood  and  Gamble  Co.,  manufacturers  of  steam 
engines  and  boilers  at  Covington,  Ky.  We  were  married  in  our  pleasant 
home  on  College  Street,  Indianapolis,  by  my  dear  father.  Among  the  first 
to  greet  and  welcome  me  as  “Mother”  were  Charles’  three  fine  sons: 
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Herman,  Fred  arid  George,  the  beginning  of  a  happy  relationship,  lasting 
through  the  succeeding  years. 

Charles  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Covington  Park  Board  and  one 
of  the  founders  of  Devou  Park.  We  both  were  active  in  establishing  childrens' 
playgrounds.  I  served  as  president  of  the  Old  Ladies  Home  of  Covington 
and  also  the  Woman’s  Club. 

On  Feb.  7,  1907  a  long  dream  was  realized  in  the  birth  of  our  daughter 
Jane  Bowler.

In  1924  we  sold  the  farm  to  the  Ridge-  , 
wood  Golf  Club.  It  is  now  considered  one  of  the  most  beautiful  courses  in 
the  county. 

At  the  age  of  72,  Charles  retired  from  the  presidency  of  the  Houston, 
Stanwood  Gamble  Co.,  which,  with  the  decline  in  the  use  of  reciprocating 
:>l nun  engines,  soon  went  out  of  business.  After  disposing  of  the  farm  we 
moved  into  Pleasant  Ridge  and  Charles  became  associated  with  the  prominent 
Frederick  A.  Schmidt  Realty  Co.,  representing  them  in  acreage  and  country 
properties.  He  found  much  pleasure  in  his  new  business  connections..  He 
was  active  to  the  day  of  his  death,  Nov.  21,  1932  in  his  eighty-third  year, 
ending  thirty  years  of  our  happy  life,  together. 

After  breaking  up  our  home,  Jane  Bowler  and  baby  Nina  and  I  drove 
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to  New  York  in  Charles’  car.  I  have  spent  twenty-one  years  with  Jane 
Bowler  and  Nicholas  here  in  New  York,  watching  with  much  pleasure  Nina 
and  Nicholas  Jr.  develop  into  fine  young  people.

Through  the  years  of  the  children’s  schooling,  I  have  pursued  my 
professional  work  which  has  covered  personnel  relations  in  fields  of  mer¬ 
chandising,  industry  and  education.  For  the  past  six  years,  I  have  been 
associated  in  administrative  work  with  the  Berkeley  Schools  of  New  York 
and  New  Jersey. 

Nicholas  was  born  September  1,  1893  in  Minusinsk,  Siberia,  the  son 
of  Nicholas  Michael  Martianoff  and  Pauline  Alexander  Argunoff.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Russian  Gymnasium  (Senior  High  School)  in  Krasnoark, 
Siberia;  at  Moscow  University  for  two  years;  at  Prague  University  in 
Czechoslovakia,  receiving  there  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science;  at  Colum¬ 
bia  University  School  of  Business,  New  York  City,  from  1927  to  1929,  re¬ 
ceiving  there  a  degree  of  Master  ol  Science. 
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He  served  in  the  Russian  Imperial  Army  from  19  14  to  1917  during 
which  time  he  was  wounded  in  the  chest  and  arm.  He  participated  in  the 
civil  war  between  the  Communists  and  the  White  Russians  from  1918  to 
1919.  He  was  arrested  by  the  Communists  three  times,  sent  to  jail,  con¬ 
demned  to  death,  but  each  time  escaped.  At  the  end  of  the  civil  war  he  joined 
the  Czech  army  and  in  1919  left  with  the  Czech  Legionnaires  for  a  visit  to 
the  United  States.  After  that  he  returned  to  Prague  and  Berlin,  and  remained 
for  several  years.  In  1923  he  returned  to  the  United  States  to  establish 
permanent  residence  and  become  a  citizen.  At  present,  he  is  Editor  and 
Publisher  of  Russian  and  Russian-American  books  and  also  manager  of  the 
Russian  Daily  News,  an  anti-communist  newspaper  in  America.  He  was  pri¬ 
vate  secretary  to  Aleksandr  Kerensky,  President  of  the  Republic  of  Russia 
from  March  15  to  Nov.  8,  1917. 

His  father  was  the  founder  of  the  Minusinsk  Museum,  the  largest 
museum  in  Siberia.  Also  a  member  of  the  Russian  Academy  of  Science.  His 
services  to  the  country  are  mentioned  by  the  government  in  several  publica¬ 
tions.  He  died  in  1904.  His  mother  was  one  of  the  first  graduate  Russian 
women  chemists.  She  died  in  1894  while  still  very  young.  He  has  a  sister, 
Nina,  and  two  brothers,  Alexander  and  Eugene.  Because  of  Soviet  laws,  they 
are  prohibited  from  writing  and  he  has  not  heard  from  them  since  1932,  as 
correspondence  would  endanger  their  lives.

I  was  born  in  the  old  homestead  “The  Hill"  Feb.  28,  1874,  went  to  the 
Westwood  School  through  the  first  year  of  high  school  and  had  two  years  at 
Babins  Collegiale  School  on  East  Fourth  Street  preparing  to  enter  Brown 
University  in  Sept.  1891.  As  this  time  approached  however  I  sensed  the  fact 
that  my  going  would  be  a  greater  strain  on  the  family  finances  than  I  cared 
to  see  undertaken.  I  told  father  I  was  going  to  work  instead  of  going  to 
college,  and  am  sure  this  hurt  him  more  than  it  did  me. 

Through  my  father’s  friendship  with  Senator  John  Sherman,  he  was 
helpful  m  having  John  Zumstein  appointed  postmaster  at  Cincinnati.  On 
Dec.  15,  1891  he  appointed  me  a  clerk  in  the  money  order  division,  telling 
me  how  he  regretted  he  could  not  make  me  a  superintendent  on  account  of 
my  age.  1  was  eighteen  on  Feb.  28,  1892.  It  was  most  interesting  sending 
and  receiving  money  orders  from  this  and  other  countries,  and  from  business 
we  had  wilh  our  local  banks  through  our  membership  in  the  clearing  house. 
Wishing  to  have  our  own  home  in  a  suburb,  on  May  17,  1902  we  moved  from 
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the  Chatham  Apt.  building  in  Walnut  Hills  to  the  Village  of  Kennedy  Heights 
in  which  at  that  time  there  were  forty-four  houses,  the  Yononte  Inn,  a  small 
Episcopal  Church,  later  closed,  Rathkamps  coal,  ice  and  feed  store,  and  the 
CL&  N  ry  station. 

The  four  room  brick  school  was  on  a  small  lot  at  the  SE  corner  of 
Kennedy  Ave.  and  Montgomery  Pike,  a  limestone  highway.  The  school  dis¬ 
trict  included  the  village  of  Silverton  and  was  known  as  the  Kennedy-Silve rton 
school  district. 

My  wife  and  I  are  two  of  1  7  charter  members  of  the  Kennedy  Heights 
Presbyterian  Church,  organized  Tuesday  evening,  July  6,  1909.  Services 
were  held  Sunday  afternoons  in  a  class  room  in  the  school  until  a  frame 
building  was  erected  in  1910.  The  present  building  with  the  Sanctuary,  Sun¬ 
day  school  annex,  recreational  and  educational  departments  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  in  our  city.  It  is  the  only  church  in  Kennedy  Heights,  the  member¬ 
ship  being  made  up  of  various  Protestant  creeds,  showing  all  can  worship 
together.  Church  membership  is  now  17  60. 

Lucile  went  through  the  Elementary  grade  schools  of  Cincinnati,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  two  years  at  Woodward  High  and  later  one  year  at  Miss  Nourses 
Collegiate  School  for  Girls. 

After  moving  to  Kennedy  Heights  she  took  an  active  part  in  Village 
social  activities  and  had  charge  of  that  branch  of  the  Red  Cross  during  World 
War  I.  She  was  the  first  Treasurer  of  the  P.T.A.  founded  in  the  new  school 
house  in  1912.  The  present  membership  is  730. 

On  Sept.  9,  1911  while  Asst.  Supt.  of  the  Money  Order  Division,  1  put 
jo  operation  Hie  local  Postal  Savings  Hank. 
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In  1912  t  lie  school  board  of  which  I  was  president  obtained  the  approval 
of  the  voters  in  the  district  to  build  a  new  school.  This  was  completed  and 
dedicated  Nov.  22,  1913.  The  old  school  was  torn  down  and  additional  land 
purchased  to  enlarge  the  school  yard.  The  new  school  was  complete;  having 
eight  classrooms,  kindergarten  room,  gymnasium  and  auditorium.  In  1913 
the  city  Board  of  Education  annexed  the  Kennedy  Silverton  district  and  in 
1914  the  village  was  annexed  to  Cincinnati.  This  area  is  now  one  of  the  largest 
residential  districts  in  the  city  with  little  available  land  left  for  new  homes. 
With  the  growth  of  the  area  I  became  interested  and  active  in  a  limited  way 
in  real  estate. 

On  March  15,  1922  I  resigned  from  the  Postal  Service,  six  of  us  having 
organized  the  Ogden  H.  Baumes  Realty  Co.,  with  myself  as  secretary  and 
treasurer  and  being  the  only  active  stockholder.  On  Dec.  15,  1922  each 
stockholder  was  returned  his  original  investment  with  a  very  nice  bonus 
and  1  went  with  the  Citizens  National  Bank  to  manage  real  estate  in  their 
newly  created  Trust  department.  On  June  31,  1927  the  Citizens  National 
merged  with  the  Fourth-Central  Trust  Co.  at  Fourth  &  Vine,  the  new  bank 
again  becoming  The  Central  Trust  Co.,  the  oldest  Trust  Co.  in  Ohio,  having 
Charter  number  One.  Soon  after  I  was  made  Real  Estate  officer.  On  Dec. 

22,  1930  the  bank  purchased  through  the  Clearing  House  the  Brighton  &  Pearl 
Market  banks  with  their  branches.  On  April  1,  1943  the  bank  put  me  on  the 
retired  list.'  We  had  seen  our  children  one  by  one  leave  the  old  homestead 
at  5858  Wyatt  Ave.,  now  the  SE  corner  of  Wyatt  &  Aikenside.  We  spent  the 
following  winter  in  Clearwater,  Florida.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  making 
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so  many  nice  friendships  in  the  Clearwater  Lawn  Bowling.  Club  and  renewing

friendships  of  former  Cincinnatians.  The  following  winter  we  sold  the  old 
homestead  where  we  had  lived  for  forty-two  years  and  spent  most  of  the 
following  eight  years  in  Clearwater.  On  Nov.  24,  1948  our  dear  children 
gave  us  a  lovely  Golden  Wedding  party  at  the  Kenwood  Country  Club. 

Realizing  we  were  too  far  from  our  children  and  grandchildren,  on 
April  1  1,  1952  we  returned  to  Kennedy  Heights  to  finish  out  our  alloted  time. 
We  were  most  fortunate  in  securing  through  our  daughter,  Dorothy  Sikes,  a 
very  comfortable  and  conveniently  located  apartment  at  6308  Tyne  Ave.  We 
find  we  have  outlived  so  many  old  friends.  We  have  seen  our  children  and 
their  spouses  make  new  homes  of  their  own.  They  are  a  most  interesting 
and  successful  group.  We  have  twelve  grandchildren  and  five  great  grand¬ 
children.  There  are  thirty-three  in  the  family.  On  Nov.  24,  1955  we  cele¬ 
brated  our  fifty-seventh  wedding  anniversary.  We  reverently  and  humbly 
acknowledge  our  many  blessings.

Mother  was  born  on  “The  Hill",  Tusculum,  Cincinnati,  August  8,  1875, 
Most  of  her  childhood  was  spent  in  Westwood  where  she  went  through  the 
Westwood  schools,  later  attending  Daughters  College  in  Harrodsburg,  Ky.

Father  later  became  a  consulting  engineer  with  the  engineering 
company  founded  by  Colonel  Goethals,  builder  of  the  Panama  Canal,  his 
duties  being  connected  witli  reorganizing  various  industries,  principally 
located  in  the  East. 

In  192  1  our  next  home  was  Bronxville,  New  York  where  we  lived  for 
three  years.  In  1923  faather  was  made  President  of  the  Dodge  Manufactur¬ 
ing  Co.  of  Mishawaka,  Indiana  where  we  went  to  live  in  our  lovely  old  home 
until  his  death  from  a  stroke  in  1939.  Those  were  happy  years  and  father 
and  mother  took  active  parts  in  the  civic  and  cultural  activities  of  Misha¬ 
waka  and  South  Bend. 

For  the  last  fourteen  years  of  her  life  mother  Lived  m  Mishawaka 
in  a  cottage  surrounded  by  her  many  friends  and  devoted  family.  Besides 
being  active  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  she  served  on  the  Board  of  the 
Children’s  Home,  the  Antiquarian  Society  of  the  Valley  of  St.  Joseph,  the 
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Quilt  Club,  the  Womans  Club  and  Red  Cross.  She  and  father  and  our  brother 
Robert  are  buried  in  Highland  Cemetery,  South  Bend.  A  flower  fund  has 
been  established  for  Father  and  Mother  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Mishawaka.

In  preparing  the  story  immediately  preceeding  of  the  lives  of  my 

parents  I  became  very  conscious  of  the  many  changes  in  our  family  home 

) 

life  due  to  the  various  business  changes  made  by  our  father,  all  being  steps 
up  the  ladder  in  his  business  career.  These  changes  were  hard  on  the 
children’s  schooling,  some  more  so  than  others.  Looking  back  (over  my 
elementary  and  secondary  public  and  private  schools)  I  recall  those  in 
Brooklyn,  Bronxville,  N.  Y.,  Highland  Park  and  Lake  Forest,  Ill.,  Pittsfield, 
Mass.,  and  Mishawaka,  Jnd.  College:  Vassar  College  1926-1930  (A.B.) 
Middlcburg  College  French  School  (Summer  1929). 

Following  my  graduation  at  Vassar  in  the  summer  of  1930,  1  took  a 
l  weeks’  bicycle  tour  with  some  other  Vassar  girls  through  Germany  with 
German  speaking  people,  followed  by  a  six  week’s  tour  of  France  speaking 
French  exclusively.  From  1937  to  1942  I  was  instructor  of  French  at  St. 
Marys  College  and  Academy,  South  Bend,  Indiana.  1938-1939  part  time 
secretary  to  Charles  DuBos,  French  critic  and  visiting  professor  at  St. 
Marys  and  Notre  Dame.

As  I  write  this  personal  history,  I  am  about  to  celebrate  my  76th 
birthday,  March  2,  1954.  Remembering  important  events  over  that  long  a 
period  is  bewildering;  my  twin  brother,  Ross  ,  died  when  we  were  six  months 
old. 

I  remember  our  home  in  Westwood  which  had  a  large  yard,  an  oyster- 
shell  drive  and  a  pasture  noted  for  unusually  large,  beautiful  violets,  grow¬ 
ing  near  the  spring.  1  loved  out-door  life  more  than  anything  else  and, 
thanks  to  my  big  brother,  Hayward,  I  learned  to  coast,  skate,  swim,  play 
baseball  and  tennis.  I  was  also  the  youngest  member  of  their  camping  parties 
on  the  Little  Miami  River.  Life  was  such  fun;  I  enjoyed  everything  and  every¬ 
body.  1  learned  to  enjoy  music  because  our  dear  little  mother  took  us  girls 
to  the  Cincinnati  May  Festivals  in  Music  Hall.  They  were  our  first  matinees. 
It  was  such  a  wonderful  thing  for  her  to  do.  I  have  no  adequate  words  for  a 
tribute  to  her,  but  you  will  understand  when  I  tell  you  she  would  comfort  me 
in  any  great  disappointment  with  “Count  your  blessings!  ”  It  is  always  with 
me  and  I  am  sure  I  could  not  have  met  trials  in  life  without  bitterness,  had 


it  not  been  for  her  beautiful  memory. 
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I  attended  grade  schools  in  Cincinnati  and  was  graduated  from  Frank¬ 
fort  College,  Frankfort,  Ky.  Much  to  the  surprise  of  my  family  and  friends, 

I  decided  to  take  a  secretarial  course.  It  was  almost  a  premonition  as  that 
business  training  meant  everything  to  me  later  in  life.  After  several  years 
in  stenographic  positions,  I  was  put  in  charge  of  the  Employment  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Underwood  Typewriter  Company  in  their  Cincinnati  office. 

While  doing  this  work  I  met  Ed  who  was  sent  to  the  Cincinnati  terri¬ 
tory  from  the  New  York  Office  of  the  Duplicator  Company,  being  their  senior 
salesman.  We  were  married  in  the  home  where  Father  and  Mother  and  I 
lived  in  Norwood.  Ed  had  always  lived  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  He  was  a 
widower  at  the  time  I  met  him  with  a  son  four  years  old,  named  Wesley, 
who  had  made  his  home  with  his  grandparents  as  his  mother  had  died  when 
he  was  born.

York  City.  Ed  died  after  a  brief  illness  on  October  14,  1929.  Wesley  married 
Pauline  E.  Ingold  of  Ann  Arbor  in  1931.  He  entered  military  service  April 
13,  1942  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Bowie  until  his  discharge  as  a  sergeant 
in  September  1945.

Following  Ed’s  death  in  1929,  the  year  of  the  depression,  I  went  back 
into  the  business  world  and  was  house  secretary  for  the  local  YWCA  for 
several  years.  In  1936  I  became  House  Director  of  Theta  Chapter  of  Alpha 
Chi  Omega  on  the  University  campus.  I  was  there  for  fourteen  years  and 
was  honored  before  I  retired  by  being  pledged  and  initiated  in  Theta  Chapter 
with  full  life  membership.  I  am  wearing  my  beautiful  pin  with  pride.  It  was 
such  a  wonderful  thing  for  the  girls  to  do.  I  enjoy  working  with  the  Ann 
Arbor  alumnae  group  and  will  try  to  show  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  they 
bestowed  on  me  by  being  a  loyal  Alpha  Chi. 

Since  my  retirement  I  have  taken  a  small  apartment  near  St.  Joseph 
Mercy  Hospital  where  I  do  part-time  work  as  a  substitute  in  the  Auxiliary 
Shop  which  is  maintained  and  operated  by  the  wives  of  the  staff  doctors.  I 
have  regular  afternoon  hours  but  am  “on  call’’  for  morning  hours.  It  has 
been  like  starting  another  life. 

The  memory  of  my  dear  parents,  the  love  of  my  sisters  and  brothers 
and  my  children  and  friends  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  carry  on  after 
three  score  years  and  ten.

Undoubtedly  Mother  (Jane  Baumes  Goodale)  has  covered  our  life  to¬ 
gether  while  I  was  growing  up.  I  would  like  to  mention  here,  however,  the 
wonderful,  wonderful  times  the  Baumes  family  had  at  their  reunions  in 
and  around  Cincinnati. 

Going  to  Ohio  to  see  all  11  cousins  was  always  a  thrill  for  a  girl  in 
her  sub-teens.  Riding  “Togo”  who  patiently  rode  small  fry  from  the  Houston 
barn  down  to  the  highway  and  back  countless  times  a  day.  Besides  fun  on  the 
Houston  farm,  were  visits  to  Aunt  Lucile  and  Uncle  Hayward's  big  home  in 
Kennedy  Heights  that  seemed  to  have  walls  of  rubber,  for  there  seemed  no 
end  to  the  number  it  could  house  at  reunion  time.

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and  welcomed  not  only  by  Don  but  also  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Lloyd  C.  Douglas  who 
took  care  of  us  like  our  own  parents  until  we  headed  South  to  Imperial  Beach 
where  we  lived  for  the  next  year  and  a  half.

There  in  1950  the  boys  both  received  their  Eagle  Scout 
badges.  For  several  years  Don  has  been  a  Trustee  and  is  also  Financial 
Chairman.  The  Women’s  Fellowship  and  Girl  Scout  work  have  kept  me  busy. 
For  two  years  I  was  leader  of  Jeanie’s  Brownie  troop  and  now  that  she  is  a 
Girl  Scout,  I  am  teaching  an  adult  Scout  Leadership  Course. 

David  graduated  from  Mackenzie  High  School  in  January  1952  as 
valedictorian  and  with  Magna  Cum  Laude  honors.  He  entered  the  University 
of  Michigan  in  February  that  year  as  a  pre-med  student.  He  joined  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  fraternity  making  3  living  generations  in  the  Alpha  Phi  chapter.

I  also  serve  as  a  member  of  the  City  Plan  Commission,  taking  a 
very  aciivc  part  in  the  expansion  and  development  of  the  City’s  system  of 
park  and  recreation  lacilil  jes. 
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As  a  member  of  the  Municipal  Theatre  Association,  I  serve  upon  the 
Executive  Committee.  This  Association  for  a  number  of  years  has  provided 
during  the  Summer  months  light  operas  in  an  open  theatre  having  a  seating 
capacity  of  12,000,  located  in  Forest  Park.  This  is  recognized  as  the  out¬ 
standing  open  air  theatre  in  the  country. 

As  Commissioner  I  have  frequent  contacts  with  all  of  the  educational, 
religious,  character-building  and  cultural  organizations  throughout  the  city, 
as  a  great  number  of  their  programs  are  coordinated  with  those  of  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department. 

Since  taking  office  we  have  occupied  a  historic  residence  in  Forest 
Park  which  was  built  in  1874.  It  is  quite  fitting  to  be  surrounded  by  so 
many  friends  and  acquaintances  and  living  in  such  a  civic  and  cultural  at¬ 
mosphere,  blessed  with  a  lovely  daughter  and  son-in-law,  and  two  grand¬ 
children,  Mary,  age  twelve,  and  Andrew,  nine,  who  live  not  far  distant. 

Viola  and  I  were  both  born  in  Cincinnati,  attended  the  same  church  and 
school  as  children.  Moved  to  St.  Louis  at  different  times.  Met  again  after 
a  number  of  years’  separation.  We  are  both  fond  of  the  better  things  in 
life  and  are  happy  in  those  things  that  make  for  better  citizenship  and 
better  living  conditions  in  the  city  in  which  we  have  resided  for  so  many 
yen  r.s  (St.  I  .ouis).

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Noadiah  Potter  Bowler,  late  of  Cleveland,  a  brother  of  my  grandmother, 
Susan  Irish  Bowler  Baumes,  brought  out  in  book  form  on  Jan.  1,  1905,  the 
Bowler  Genealogy.  The  book  represents  over  fifty  years  of  painstaking  col¬ 
lecting  of  family  records  and  at  great  expense.  It  starts  with  Charles  Bowler, 
the  immigrant  from  England  1740  who  settled  in  Boston,  where  he  acquired 
quite  extensive  real  estate  holdings  in  and  near  that  city.  We  are  fortunate 
in  having  copies  of  this  book,  as  all  members  of  our  family  descended  from 
the  union  of  Susan  Irish  Bowler  and  Jacob  Baumes  on  April  27,  1825,  are 
listed  up  to  Jan.  1,  1905.  In  the  introduction  of  this  family  history  Uncle 
N.  P.  as  he  was  called  by  the  family,  recited  the  following: 

Others  I  doubt  not,  if  not  we, 

The  issue  of  our  toils  shall  see, 

And  (they  forgotten  and  unknown) 

Young  children  gather  as  their  own, 

The  harvest  that  the  dead  has  sown. 

His  death  was  on  May  28,  1909.  Copies  of  the  Bowler  Genealogy  are 
in  the  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Detroit  and  New  York  City  public  libraries,  the 
New  York  State  Library,  Albany,  and  the  Library  of  Congress.  Our  son, 

Dr.  Ogden  H.  Baumes,  Jr.  has  our  family  copy.  He  also  has  the  Hayward 
family  Bible  in  which  there  is  a  complete  record  of  our  mother’s  branch 
of  the  family  starting  with  the  birth  of  Simeon  Hayward  July  10,  1757,  in 
Morristown,  New  Jersey,  son  of  Abner  Hayward.  So  we  have  records  of 
the  Baumes  and  Hayward  and  Bowler  families  going  back  over  two  hundred 
years. 

In  the  Bowler  Genealogy  two  coats  of  arms  are  shown.  Copies  of  these 
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may  be  obtained  from  the  Library  of  Congress  by  paying  the  customary 

charge.  This  may  be  of  interest  to  those  members  of  our  family  interested 

in  heraldry  and  coats  of  arms.

While  one  may  not  be  unduly  proud  of  family  or  family  connections,  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  we  have  a  good  heritage. 

Charles  Bowler  was  appointed  Collector  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Port 
of  Newport  R.I.  by  George  II  in  1753,  selling  at  that  time  most  of  his  holdings 
in  Boston.  At  that  time  Newport  was  equal  in  importance  to  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  My  wife  and  I  drove  to  New  York  in  1927  to  see  the  wainscoting 
and  mantle  taken  from  the  living  room  of  the  old  Charles  Bowler  farm  of 
seventy  acres  at  Portsmough,  R.I.,  which  is  in  the  American  Wing  of  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  and  which  was  chosen  by  the  Museum  as  the 
finest  specimen  in  our  country  of  woodwork  of  that  character  and  period, 

1753.  The  farm  was  afterwards  the  country  place  of  his  oldest  son,  Met¬ 
calfe  Bowler,  and  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  beautiful  estate  in 
Rhode  Island.  As  you  entered  the  Wing  there  was  on  display  a  large  paint¬ 
ing  of  Anne  Fairchild  Bowler,  wife  of  Metcalfe  Bowler  by  Copley,  the  noted 
Boston  portrait  painter.  I  would  urge  all  members  of  our  family  to  make 
an  effort  to  see  the  American  Wing  of  the  Museum.  There  is  such  a  large  fine 
collection  of  earliest  American  handicraft  of  every  kind,  beginning  with  the 


first  table  and  benches  made  by  the  Pilgrims  and  showing  the  improving  and 
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changing  development  of  all  lines  of  handicraft  in  our  country  down  to  the 
present  time. 

On  this  trip  we  stopped  at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.  to  see  Caleb  Baumes  who 
for  some  years  had  been  a  state  senator  for  his  district,  and  was  chairman 
of  the  N.  Y.  Senate  Crime  Commission,  and  author  of  the  famous  Baumes 
criminal  laws.  These  have  been  copied  in  part  by  some  other  states.  The 
laws  provide  that  criminals  are  removed  from  society  after  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  convictions  for  various  crimes.  He  showed  us  with  such  pride  his 
law  library  which  he  claimed  was  the  largest  private  law  library  in  the  state. 
I  told  him  we  were  on  our  way  to  Esperance  to  see  Ada  and  Charles  Baumes, 
cousins.  He  said  he  knew  them  and  knew  we  were  related  but  did  r.ot  know 
how  closely.  As  we  were  going  to  stop  at  the  Ten  Eyck  in  Albany  that  night, 
he  urged  me  to  visit  the  Senate  chamber  and  sit  in  his  seat.  The  following 
morning  we  did  drive  out  to  the  State  House  which  is  a  most  imposing  build¬ 
ing. 

From  there  we  drove  to  Esperance,  Schoharie  County,  N.  Y.  and  stayed 
overnight  with  our  cousin,  Miss  Ada  Baumes,  daughter  of  Anno  Van  Vechten 
and  Charles  Baumes,  in  her  charming  old  home  setting  back  some  distance 
from  the  highway.  We  all  had  dinner  that  evening  with  Aunt  Belle  Avery 
Baumes,  widow  of  Stephen  Baumes,  and  her  son,  Charles,  who  lived  opposite 
on  the  highway.  The  following  morning  Charles  drove  with  us  out  to  see  the 
old  Baumes  farm  near  Duanesburg  in  Schenectady  County.  The  large  two 
story  house  was  still  apparently  in  good  condition.  Some  of  the  former  farm 
buildings  were  gone  but  we  found  some  of  the  timbers  of  the  old  saw  mill  and 
could  trace  the  mill  rn  c  e  from  Sc  i  i  >hn  r  i  <•  Creek,  1'he  mill  provided  work  lor 
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the  men  when  not  engaged  in  farming  and  proved  quite  profitable

-  We  whose  names  are  underwritten,  the 
loyall  subjects  of  our  dread  sovereigne,  Lord  King  James,  by  ye  grace 
of  God  of  Great  Brintaine,  France  and  Ireland  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
etc . ,  etc . 

Having  undertaken  for  ye  glorie  of  God,  and  advancements  of  ye  Christian 
faith,  and  honour  of  our  King  and  Countrie,  a  voyage  to  plant  ye  first 
Colonie  in  ye  northerne  parts  of  Virginia,  doe  by  these  presents  solemnly 
and  mutually  in  ye  presence  of  God  and  one  of  another,  covenant  and  com¬ 
bine  our  selves  together  into  a  civill  body  politick,  and  for  our  better 
ordering  and  preservation,  and  furtherance  of  ye  ends  aforesaid,  and  by 
virtue  hearof  to  enacte,  constitute  and  frame  such  just  and  equall  lawes, 
ordinances,  acts,  constitutions  and  officers  from  time  to  time,  as  shall  be 
thought  most  meete  and  convenient  for  ye  generall  good  of  ye  Colonie; 
unto  which  we  promise  all  due  submission  and  obedience. 

In  witness  whereof  we  have  hereunder  subscribed  our  names  at  Cape  Codd 
ye  1  1  of  November,  in  ye  year  of  ye  reigne  of  our  soveraigne  Lord  King 
James  of  England,  France  and  Ireland,  ye  eighteenth,  and  of  Scotland  ye 
fifty-fourth  ANO  DOM.  1620.
